Farm, which has for yeara been one 

of our leading sources of revenue.

A. shrinkage of $114,000 was bad 
epough in all consclence, but ‘It did not 
represent the bed-rock of our misfortunes, 
for we now learn that the tenders recently 
closed for the new lease of the Farm for 
three years, from the 1st March of next, 
year to the end of February. 1898, 
indicate that the Government will either 
have to accept 424,000 per month for the 
monopoly—which was the highest of three 
tenders sent in by local capitalists, the 
Straits merchants holding aloof altogether, 
although the Farm ‘had been extensively 
advertised in the Singapore papers—or 
again attempt to “run” the business on 
Its own account, with the possible, and 
very probable, result that the net monthly 
receipts will fall a good deal short of 
$24,000, The difference between $28,400 
per month and §24,000 is considerable, 
and means o loss to the revenue of 
158,400 In three years, but as the first 
lois Is usually the least, the Government 
might, wo think, in view of the 
burden. of debt’ that will fall upon 
the ratepayers owing to the recent 
epidemic, the extension of the water- 
works, and other trifling matters, be well, 
advised if it accepts the advice of those 
who hold that ‘a bird in the hand is 
worth two in the bush,” for, as we have 
constantly pointed out, the Government Is 
alone to blame for the shrinkage of the 
opium revenue, and will not be justified in 
rashly concluding that they can carry on 
the opium business more successfully now 
than when the Farm system was, after 
mature consideration, : adopted about 
fifteen yearsago. Atal! events, whatever 
the ‘course pursued, the ratepayers’

EXECUTION AT SINGAPORE. 

The execution. of the Kling, Hadj! Mvdin, 
sentenced to he hanged at the last Criminal 
Assizes for the murder of a Kitng woman in 
Kempong Bharu, on the evenine nf the 27th 
Augast, took place thle morming (October rth’ 
at about ten mirotes toalx, The gallows had: 
been erected outside the gaol walls In Octram 
Road, and as the case was a rather netarious
